to  Phyficians  as  fome  other  Folks.  How¬ 
ever  that  be,  I  Jhall  be  very  eafy  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  other  Peoples  Thoughts  in  this  Affair, 
and  leave  every  one  the  Liberty  to  embrace 
what  Jhall  appear  agreeable  to  Reafon  and 
Experience ,  and  to  rejell  whatever,  on  an 
impartial  View,.  Jhall  be  found  otherwife.

FTER  having  with  that  Impar¬ 
tiality  that  s  due  to  every  Author*, 
perus’d  your  Treatife  againft  In¬ 
oculation;  I  arn  forry  to  find  any 
of  our  ProfelfioUj  especially  one 
Who  has  the  Honour  to  be  a 
Member  of  thofe  two  learn’d  Societies,  for 
Whom  I  fhall  always  retain  the  greateft  Re- 
fpeft,  fliou’d  fo  juftly  deferve  too  much  of  the 
Reverfe  of  the  Character*  a  very  judicious 
Author,  long  fince,  gave  the  famous  Caffan - 
der ;  who,  on  account  of  his  known  Integrity

and  Candor,  as  well  as  his  Ability  in  his  PfO- 
feiTion,  was  fingl’d  Out  by  the  Emperor  Fer¬ 
dinand ,  to  endeavour  to  compoie  the  Animo- 
fities  that  then  difturbed  the  Peace  of  the  Em¬ 
pire,  &c.  viz.  (with  more  to  the  fame  Pur- 
pofe)  “  That  being  model!  beyond  the  common 
u  Example  of  the  Age,  he  therefore  thought 
‘c  him  (Ca (fancier)  fit  to  be  propos’d  as  a 
“  Pattern  to  thofe  who  are  concern’d  in  ad- 
<c  jufting  Religious  Differences,  (jc.  that  fo 
cc  they  may  avoid  all  Animofity  intheManage- 
<c  ment  of  the  Controverfy  ;  for  tho’  he  had 
“  fo  many  good  Qualities  to  ffecommend  him, 
“  yet  he  had  not  the  leaft  ’tindture  of  Vanity 
cc  or  Self-Conceit  •  and  that  it  cou’d  not  be 
cc  obferv’d,  either  in  his  Writings,  or  other- 
*c  wife,  that  he  had  any  thing  of  Arrogance 
<c  or  Magifterialnefs  in  hisTemper,  drc."  Now, 
Sir,  in  order  to  make  good  my  Alfertion,  that 
but  too  much  of  the  Reverfe  of  this  is  'juftly 
applicable  to  your  felf ;  I  lhall  take  Notice  of 
fome  of  thofe  many  Paflages,  with  which  your 
Performance  abounds,  that  will  put  this  Mat¬ 
ter  beyond  difputc ;  and  begin  with  Page  the 
5th  of  your  Second  Edition,  vies.  cc  Pofterity, 
*•  perhaps,  will  fcarcely  be  brought  to  believe, 
‘c  that  an  Experiment  practiced  only  by  a  few 
•'  ignorant  Women,  amongft-an  illiterate  and 

*  unthinking  People,  Ihou’d  on  a  fuddfen,  and 
y  uPon  a  (lender  Experience,  fo  far  obtain,  in 

•  one  of  tne  politeft  Nations  in  the  World,  as 

•c  to  be  receiv’d  into  the  Royal  Palace,  &c.”

Here. you  begin  betimes  to  give  us  a  Speci¬ 
men  of  your  uncommon  Modefty  and  wonder¬ 
ful  Civility,  by  fetting  out  with  fo  very  be¬ 
coming  a  Compliment  on  the  Royal  Family, 
whom  you  here  wou’d  reprefent  to  the  World 
fo  very  eafy,  and  what  not  ?  (for  I’ll  bear 
your  malicious  Innuendo  Company  no  farther, 
tho’  fufficiently  explain’d,  Page  the  50th)  as 
to  be  impos’d  on  in  a  Matter  of  the  laft  Confe- 
"quence,  .not  only  to  themfelves  and  their  Do¬ 
minions,  but  to  the  Proteftant  Intereft  in  ge¬ 
neral.  And  as  for  your  Brethren,  the  Inocu¬ 
lating  Phylicians,  (for  fuch  they  are,  whether 
you  il  vouchfafe  ’em  fuch  an  Honour  or  no) 
you  treat  ’em  with  fuch  Contempt,  as  if  they 
were  altogether  cc  ignorant  of  the  animal  Oe- 
conomy  ;  (and  to  ufe  your  own  quaint  Ex- 
cc  preflion)  ealily  fwallow  the  Bait  ,*  give  into 
<c  a  thing  which  is  the  peculiar  Subject  of 
cc  their  Profeffion,  merely  becaufe  it  has  been 
cc  cry’d  lip  by  thofe  who  have  not  the  leaft 
cc  knowledge  of  Diftempers;  that  they  are 
u  like  Empiricks,  and  throw  away  the  Lives 
<c  of  Mankind  at  all  Adventures ;  and  that 
cc  they  cou’d  never  be  delighted  with  the 
cc  Thoughts  of  it,  if  they  had  common  Senfe 
<c  to  guide  ’em  in  their  Enquiries ;  that  they 
<c  jar  and  difagree  with  one  another,  and  with 
cc  themfelves,  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  one  wou’d 
<c  believe  they  were  giving  a  Relation  of  a 
u  thing  they  had  never  feen,  but  had  only 
••  bad  it  on  Report,  Page  the  5th,  15,  20, 
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37.  5°)  55,  59,  &c.  And  that  fTimoni 
cc  in  particular,  was  impos’d  on,  and  took  it 
“  upon  Truft,  from  thofe,  who  through  Igno- 
<c  ranee  or  Defign  deceiv’d  him  ;  that  he  made 
ufe  of  Subterfuges,  6c”  Notwithftanding, 
in  his  Letter  to  the  Royal  Society  (which 
that  learn’d  Body  then  (1714)  thought  fit 
to  publifh  in  the  Thilofophical  Tranfattions^ 
N°.  339*)  CC  He  folemnly  affures  them,  he  had 
cc  never  obferv’d  any  mifehievous  Accident 
“  from  this  Practice  hitherto  ,•  and  tho’  fuch 
“  Reports  had  been  fometimes  fpread  among 
cc  the  Vulgar,  yet  having  gone  on  purpofeto 
^  the  Houfes  whence  fuch  Rumours  had  their 
cc  Rife,  he  found  the  fame  to  be  abfolutely 
cc  falfe ;  and  that  he  had  been  for  eight  Years 
“  together  an  Lyer-witnefs  of  thefe  Opera- 
*c  tions,  6c”  Now,  Sir,  boldly  to  affert 
that  this  whole  Relation  is  a  Falfhood,  and  an 
Impofition  on  the  World,  without  giving  the 
leaft  Proof  to  the  contrary,  methinks,  favours 
very  little  of  either  good  Manners,  or  the 
Gentleman ;  and,  I  believe,  when  rightly  con- 
frder’d,  will  gain  you  but  little  Credit  with 
fuch  as  are  Poffeflors  of  thofe  Qualifications, 
which  render  them  acceptable  to  Men  of  Senfe 
and  Integrity. 

Having  thus  collected  fome  of  thofe  many 
Paffages  which  lay  difperfedly  in  your  Dif- 
courfe,  I  fhall  leave  it  to  every  impartial  Per- 
fon,  n^y,  even  to  your  felf,  to  judge,  how 

much  of  the  before-mention ’d  Character  falls 
to  your  Share,  *  .  - 


The  next  Thing  I  fliall  confider,  is  the  in¬ 
sufficiency  of  fome  of  the  principal  Argument* 
you  are  pleafed  to  make  ufe  of,  in  order  to 
difcourage  Inoculation,  viz.  Page  the  5th, 

<c  The  Country  from  whence  we  deriv’d  this 
cc  Experiment,  will  have  but  very  little  Influ- 
cc  ence  on  our  Faith,  if  we  confider  either  the 
<c  Nature  of  the  Climate,  or  the  Capacity  of 
cc  the  Inhabitants,  (yc.”  If  I  am  not  much 
miftaken,  the  Nature  of  the  Climate  from 
whence  we  firft  learnt  the  Ufe  of  the  (now  ce¬ 
lebrated)  Bark,  is,  in  many  Refpe&s,  as  dif¬ 
ferent  from  that  of  ours,  as  Georgia  is,  and 
the  Capacity  of  its  Inhabitants  likewife  as 
mean,  as  that  of  the  Circajfians ,  from  whom 
we  derive  the  Praftice  of  inoculation  :  And, 

I  believe,  upon  an  impartial  Examination,  we 
fhall  be  forced  to  confefs,  that  many  of  the 
'  moft  ufeful  Branches  of  our  Art,  can’t  boaft  of  a 
more  honourable  Original,  however  at  prefent 
improv’d  by  Experience,  and  cultivated  by 
Induftry  j  and  I  am  well  fatisfy’d,  the  Rea- 
fon  of  the  Bark’s  curing  intermitting  Fevers, 
(yc.  is  not  fo  eafily  and  mechanically  to  be  ac*-  * 
counted  for,  as  the  manner  of  the  variolous 
Matter’s  producing  the  Diftin^t  Kind  of  the 
Small-Pox  may  be  ;  as  will  be  very  obvious 
to  any  one  who  is  acquainted  with  thofe  Prin¬ 
ciples  of  Natural  Philofophy,  on  which  Dr. 
Mead's  ingenious  Difcourfe .  qf  Poifons  are 

founded. 
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Page  i  2.  You  fay;  w  Nor  will  the  Prece- 
“  dents  we  have  of  infufing  other  Liquors  in- 
CQ  to  the  Blood  from Fabritius^  (jc.  at  alien- 
cc  courage  this  Method  of  Inoculating: Nor, 
by  your  leave,  difcourage  it  either ;  for  2)0- 
leas  fays.  Page  49.  cc  Hie  &  transfujio  fan - 
cc  gninis  vitulini ,  afinini  fy  humanly  fra- 
cc  mi  If a  tamen  venafeclione ,  condncit , 
cc  phtres  maniacos  Farifiis  curatos  novimus , 
cc  nofinet  in  homine  vefano  cDiziis  felkiffi- 
cc  7720  fucceffu  primum  tentavimns ,  &c.” 
On  the  contrary,  fay  you, cc  Their  Experiments 
cc  inform  us,  that  Oil  of  Vitriol  or  Mercury 
cc  thus  injeded,  will  caufe  immediate  Death 
(who  denies  it  ?)  cc  That  purging  Medicines 
tc  fo  injected,  will  Purge,  (granted)  and  that 
cc  Mr.  Smith  in  the  Hofpital  at  2 ^antzicky 
<c  infus’d  a  Preparation  of  his  own  (an 
cc  Arcanum  I  fuppofe  ])  in  the  Flux  Sort 

of  the  Small  Pox,  into  two  Perfons ; 
cc  one  of  whom  recover’d,  and  the  other 
<c  dy*d.  ”  Wonderful  Arguments  indeed ! 
And  you  might,  altogether*  as  much  to  the 
Purpofe,  have  added,  that  a  Solution  of  Opi¬ 
um  injeded  after  the  fame  Manner,  wou’d 
produce  Sleep  •  and  in  a  fufficient  Quantity, 
Death  too  :  Ergo,  what  ? 

Pray  Sir,  is  it  a  juft  and  necelfary  Confe- 
quence,  think  you,  from  thefe  Premifesj  that 
a  Drop  or  fo,  of  variolous  Matter  apply ’d  to 
the  Perfon  to  be  infeded,  fhou’d  after  the 
Manner  of  Oil  of  Vitriol,  (jc.  produce  Death 

and 
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and  Deftru&ion  ?  Or  die  this  Harrangue'  arid 
fliew  of  Argument  is  nothing  to  the  Purpofe  * 
though  admirably  adapted  to  funply  the  place 
of  Arguing  clofely. 

If  this  be  not,  (as  you  your  felf  fay,  upon 
another  Occafion)  a  new  fanglcd  way  of  Rea- 
foning,  and  fo  far  from  convincing,  that  ’tis 
even  repugnant  to  common  Senfo,  let  every 
one,  who  is  tolerably  acquainted  with  the 
rules  of  Logick,  judge. 

But  let  us  for  once  fee,  whether  Experience, 
your  own  Rule,  when  you  think  ’twill  ferve 
your  Turn,  (though  always  a  very  good  One) 
Will  convince  us,  that  the  Matter  contain’d  in 


the  Puftulesbf  the  Diftind:(or  even  Confluent) 
fort  of  the  Small  Pox,  be  equally  deftru&ive 
with  Oil  of  Vitriol,  (jc.  when  mix’d  with 
the  Blood.  And  here  I  fancy  you’ll  go  near 
to  confute  your  felf,  viz.  Page  25.  “"Thofe 
cc  in  Newgate  were  Inoculated  the  9th  of 
fc  jfiugttft ,  &c.  the  Incifions  were  long  and 
cf  large  ”  (and  by  the  way,  the  Matter  was 
ta-ken  from  a  Servant  who  had  a  violent 


Flux  Sort,  and  dy’d  of  it)  yet.  all  thefe, 
you  fay,'  cc  Had  but  few  Eruptions.”  (The 
fewer  the  better,  becaufc  attended  with  lefs 
Danger )  cc  And  were  all  the  20th  of  Jnguft 
alive  and  very  like  are  fo  flill ;  which 
I  believe  they  would  hardly  have  been,  had 
Oil  of  Vitriol  been  injected  into  their  Blood  > 
and  of  thefe  Fadts,  you  fay,  you  were  an  Eye- 
witnefs,  and  consequently  can’t  but  be  con- 
-  vinc’d 
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vincd,  that  the  Matter  of  the  Small  Pox,  is 
nothing  fo  deftru&ive  to  the  Animal  Oecono- 
my, as  you  would  willingly  perfuade  the  World 
to  believe,  by  endeavouring  (as  an  ingenious 
Phyfician  lately  exprefs’d  himfelf)  under  the 
colour  of  Art,  to  conceal  the  unfaireft  Rea- 
foning  that  can  Well  be  met  with.  And  indeed* 
the  Partiality,  Prejudice*  and  fallacious  man¬ 
ner  of  Arguing,  fo  very  confpicuous  through¬ 
out  your  whole  Treat ife,  can’t  fail  to  exafc 
perate  all  unbiafs’d  Perfons  againft  you,  and 
give  them  but  a  very  (lender  opinion  of  your 
Integrity. 

But  to  return,  and  farther  to  evince  the  little 
danger  accruing  to  a  Perfon,  ftom  mixing 
the  variolous  Particles  with  human  Blood,  (to 
fay  nothing  how  little,  or  even  no  Alterati¬ 
on,  this  very  fame  Matter  is  obferv’d  to  pro¬ 
duce,  when  apply’d  to  an  Incifion  made  on  a 
Perfon,  who  has  already  undergone  the  Small 
Pox,  and  confequently  is  freed  from  a  proper 
Tomes ,  whereon  the  morbific  Matter  might 
exert  itfelf)  I  might  here  have  recourfe  to  Dr. 
Nettletons  Account  of  the  Succefs  of  Inocu¬ 
lation,  publilh’d  by  the  Royal  Society,  not- 
withftanding  your  jejune  Compliment  to  that 
Gentleman,  viz.  Page  55.  However,  it  may 
be  true,  (jc.  which  neverthelefs,  feems  to  me, 
to  be  altogether  as  probable  as  what  you  round¬ 
ly  affert,  Page  1 5,  viz.  cc  One  may  always  ob- 
<c  ferve  in  this  artificialMethod  (even  where  the 
ic  Diftemper  is  the  faireft  too,  as  the  poor  Pa~ 
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tietits  find  to  their  Coft  •  and  therefore  of  all 
Men  living,  it  became  you.  Sir,  who  acknow¬ 
ledge,  Page  cc  That  nothing  lefs  than  the 
cc  Duty  of  your  Profeffion,  wou’d  prevail  oh 
cc  you,  to  have  any  thing  to  do  with  the  worft 
cc  kind  of  the  Small  Pox ;  ”  inftead  of  rail¬ 
ing  and  bellowing  hard  Names.*  to  return 
thanks  to  the  Promoters  of  a  Method,  pur- 
pofely  calculated  to  prevent  the  frequency  of 
the  Flux  Sort *  and  which  appears,  by  the 
Accounts  we  daily  receive  hitherto,  to  anfwer 
that  End* 

Page  20*  You  affirm,  cc  He  wou’d  be 
cc  accounted  rather  a  common  Murderer, 
cc  than  a  Phyfician,  who  is  ignorant  of  the 
*c  Dofe  of  a :  violent  Purge,  or  the  proper 
cc  quantity  of  Blood  to  be  taken  away  upon 
<c  any  Occafion.  ”  Not  too  fall,  good  Sir,  left 
that  pretty  Epithet  lhou’d  fall  to  your  .  own 
Share,  in  cafe  you  lhou’d  ever  be  fo  unfor¬ 
tunate,  as  not  to  be  able,  certainly  to  deter¬ 
mine  (for  I  perceive  nothing  lefs  than  Demon- 
fixation  will  ferve  y6ur  Turn,  in  the  affair 
of  Inoculation)  how  much  Blood,  or  whe¬ 
ther  any  at  all,  is  to  be  taken  away  in  Ma¬ 
lignant  Fevers,  and  fome  other  Diftempers  bo¬ 
lides  ;  Which  Occafion  I  fear,  has  hitherto 
puzzel’d  fome  of  the  moft  eminent  Phyficians ; 
And  the  fame  may  be  faid  of  fome  Purges  too, 
whofe  Dofes  are  only  to  be  adjufted  by  dili¬ 
gent  Obfervation  •  and  yet,  ’twou’d  be  very 
hai'4  to  call  thofe  who  ufe  ’em  with  Difcretion* 
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common  Murderers.  Soon  after,  you  fay, 
<c  A  Child  of  three  Years  old  is  Inoculated 
<c  with  the  fame  Quantity,  as  a  Man  of  thirty, 
cc  without  any  manner  of  regard  to  thefe 
cc  Diftin&ions ;  ”  which  you  take  to  be  a  very 
abfurd  Practice.  As  far  as  we  have  hither¬ 
to  learn’d  from  Experience,  it  does  not  appear, 
that  any  great  Regard  ought  to  be  had  fo  the 
Quantity  of  the  infe&ing  Matter ,•  for  the 
Number  and  Kind  of  the  .  Small  Pox,  don't 
feem  to  depend  fo  much  on  either  the  Quan¬ 
tity,  or  even  the  Quality,  of  the  Matter  apply ’d 
to  the  Incifions,  as  on  the  State  of  the  Blood 
and  other  Fluids  at  that  time  ,•  which  may 
be  illuftrated  by  the  Obfervation  of  a  fpark 
of  Fire’s  fetting  a  Tun  weight  of  Gunpow¬ 
der  on  Fire,  as  effe&ually  as  a  lighted  Fag¬ 
got  :  And  fo.  by  parity  of  Reafon,  a  grain 
of  the  variolous  Matter  may  prove  fufficient 
fometimes,  (as  you  fay)  to  deftroy  the  ftrong- 
eft  Conftitution,  if  it  happens  to  abound  with 
morbid  Humours ;  whereas  ten  times  that 
Quantity  would  only  produce  the  Diftinft 
Kind,  in  a  Body,  either  naturally,  or  by  Art, 
freed  from  its  Recrements.  cc  But  (and  moft 
kindly)  that  the  Puftules  fcarce  ever  plump 
<c  up  to  that  Degree,  and  contain  fo.  lauda- 
u  hie  a  Matter,  as  they  do  in  the  Natural 
cc  Sort :  ”  For  I  fhall  have  the  Affurance,  for 
once,  to  believe  my  own  Sen fes,  before  your 
bare  Alfertion,  and  folemnly  declare,  that  all 
thofe  I  have  hitherto  feen  Inoculated,  had 
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the  ufual  Symptoms,  which  in  the  courfe 
of  a  pretty  many  Years  Pradice,  I  always 
obferv’d  to  precede  the  diftind  Kind  ;  viz. 
Headach,  Sicknefs  at  the  Stomach,  Fever,  &c. 
which  began  to  feize  ’em  about  the  feventh 
Day  from  the  Inoculation  ;  that  thefe  vanifh  d 
on  the  Eruption;  that  the  Puftules  daily 
encreafing  in  bignefs,  were  fill’d  with  lau¬ 
dable  Matter ;  and  about  the  ufual  Time 
difappear’d,  the  Scabs  falling  off  by  Degrees, 
as  we  commonly  obferve  they  do,  in  the 
moft  favourable  Species  of  that  Diftemper ; 
and  that  they  all  perfectly  recover’d  with¬ 
out  any  fubfequent  ill  Accident. 

However,  to  convince  you,  how  far  I  am 
from  being  a  Bigot  to  any  Party,  I  alfo  af- 
fure  you,  that  if  I  live  to  fee  any  of  thefe 
have  the  Small  Pox  again,  1 11  taKc  care  to 
make  it  as  publick  as  may  be,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  World’s  being  impos’d  on  in  an 
Affair  of  fuch  Confequence  to  People’s  Lives; 
But,  till  that  happens,  I  fhall  forbear  giving 
my  affent  to  precarious  Reafonings  deftitute  of 
fufficient  Experience  to  fupport  them;  for  i 
am  fully  refolv’d  in  this,  and  all  othei  A.- 
fairs  of  the  like  blature,  to  be  dciermin  d  by 
Reafon,  confirm’d  by  re- iterated  Experiments ; 
without  any  the  leaf!  Regard,  to  the  bare  Au¬ 
thority  of  any  Author,  howfoever  dignify  d  or 
diftinguifh’d ;  it  being  no  more  than  what  every 
Perfon  endued  with  common  Reafon,  has  an 
undeniable  claim  to,  viz.  to  judge  for  himfelf; 
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and  my  only  concern  is,  to  find  out  the  Truth, 
on  which  fide  foever  it  appears  to  be. 

“  Page  the  1 6th,  You  fay,  very  gravely, 
“  Nor  am  I  of  Opinion  that  the  Matter  taken 
“  from  thefe  Puftules,  6  c."  Nor' am  I  of  your 
Opinion  ;  and  pray  who  is  the  wifer  after  this 
way  of  Reafoning.  Again  Page  13.  “  Thefe 
“  Gentlemen,  6'C.  contented  themfelves  with 
“  trying  Experiments  upon  Brutes,  6rc.  they 
cc  thought  Phyficians  had  enough  to  do  in 
“  curing  Difeafe,  which  are  naturally  in- 
“  cicent  to  Mankind  ;  (jc.  Ay,  and  often 
<c  more  than  enough.  Suppofing,  fay  you. 
Page  23,  we  were  fure  of  the  Proportion 
“  of  the  infeding  Matter,  ’tis  next  to  impo- 
“  ifible,  to’  know  the  Difpofition  and  Apti- 
cc  tude  of  the  Blood,. to  receive  the  Infedi- 
■ c  on,  at  the  time  of  the  Incifion  :  ”  And  for 
your  Part,  you  frankly  confefs,  you '  can’t 
comprehend  in  what  Manner  we  fhall  ar¬ 
rive  at  any  certainty  in  this  Point.  • 

Indeed,  if  the  flownefs  of  your  Appre- 
henfion  on  this  Occafion,  be  not  affeded, 
it  merits  Companion ;  and  therefore,  the 
moft  effectual  Remedy  I’  can  think  of  in 
this  Cafe,  is  to  dired  you  to  the  diligent 
life  of  your  own  Rule,  viz.  Experience, 
which  skilfully  apply ’d,  has  been  frequently 
obferv’d  to  have  a  very  happy  Effed  on 
People  fo  circumftantiated. 

Next  comes  the  Relation  of  the  Lord 
Son,  viz.  Page  the  33d.  “You 

K  own 
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*  own  indeed ,  upon  Diffe&ion,  there  was 
(c  found  a  Polypus,  viz.  fome  coagulated 
cc  Blood  in  the  Veflels  of  the  Heart,  and  fome 
cc  Water  in  the  Ventricles  of  his  Brain,  both 
which  you  (Dr.  Friend )  know  Sir,  are  fre¬ 
quently  inftantaneous  Appearances  in  the 
very  Article  of  Death.  ”  If  you  defign 
this  as  a  Reflection  on  the  Gentleman  con¬ 
cern’d  in  that  Affair,  as  if  they  were  fo  very 
ignorant  (or  fomething  worfe)  as  to  miflake 
fome  coagulated  Blood,  &c.  for  a  Polypus  ; 
let  ’em  do  themfelves  Juftice:  But,  in  cafe  you 
think  you  have  given  us  a  true  and  fufficient 
Idea  of  fuch  Excrefcences,  when  you  fay  there 
was  found  fome  coagulated  Blood,  (jc.  (as  be¬ 
fore)  fure  I  am,  that ‘the  ingenious  Dr.  Friend 
(who  has  by  his  no  lefs  ufeful  than  polite 
Works,  with  which  he  has  obliged  our  Pro- 
fefEon  in  particular,  and  given  the  World  a 
due  Notion  of  both  the  Accuracy  of  bis  Stile, 
and  the  Extend  venefs  of  his  Learning)  can’t 
but  know,  that  this  is  fo  far  from  being  an  ac¬ 
curate  Definition,  that  it’s  the  forrieft  Defcrip- 
tion  of  a  Polypus,  that  perhaps  ever  was  of¬ 
fer’d  at. 

Page  the  38th,  you  feem  to  wonder  that 
the  Italians  and  French ,  never  enter’d  into 
thefe  preventing  Meafures.  Perhaps  your 
Wonder  will  ceafe,  when  you  call  to  mind, 
that  the  Clergy  of  fome  Countries,  are  a&ually 
veiled  with  the  PowTer  of  difpenlingfuch  whoi- 
fpme  Severities,  as  your  good  friend  Islv.Mcif- 
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fey,  unhappy  Man  !  can  only  impotently  wifli 
for ;  in  which  Cafe,  ’twou’d  be  little  lefs  than 
downright  Madnefs,  for  any  Set  of  Men  to  ad¬ 
venture  on  a  Pradice,  how  reafonable  foever, 
which,  doubtlefs,  wou’d  prove  fatal  to  ’em, 
fliou’d  thofe  Holy  Men !  take  it  into  their 
Heads  to  chriften  it  a  Sin. 

Page  the  39th.  You  very  modeftly  confels, 
cc  That  ’tis  not  your  Province  to  determine, 
a  how  far  the  Legiflature  may  think  fit  to  in- 
<c  terpofe in  this  Affair,  dye”  And  happy  for 
the  Inoculators  ’tis  not ;  for  you  presently, 
very  charitably  infinuate,  they  ought  to  be 
look’d  on  as  publick  Incendiaries,  and  fhou’d 
receive  a  Punilhment  fuitable  to  fo  general  a 
Deftrudion.  ' 

Page  the  4  5  th.  You  ask  the  following  Que- 
ftion,  viz .  cc  Suppofe  the  Perfon  the  Matter  is 
<c  taken  from,  has  the  King’s-Evil,  the  Pox, 
cc  Madnefs,  drc.  What  wou’d  be  the  Confe- 
€C  quence  ?”  Why  truly,  "tis  not  altogether 
fo  eafy  to  determine  (tho’ perhaps  that  may  not 
prove  fo  very  difficult  a  Task  as  you  may  ima¬ 
gine)  what  might  be  theConfequence,  as  tis  to 
be  fatisfy’d,  that  none  but  a  Madman,  wou’d  be 
guilty  of  fuch  mad  Pradice,  -when  he’s. at  his 
Liberty  to  take  it  from  whom  he  pkafes. 

Page  the  47th,  As  to  the  remarkable  Cafe 
of  Captain  Huff  art,  we  fhall  take  it  from  Dr, 
* Delhondes  own  Words,  (yc*  Indeed,  ’tis 
Very  remarkable,  that  you  Ihou’d  be  fo  hard 
put  to  at  laft,  as  to  be  oblig’d  fo  often  to  have 
:  *  recourlfc 
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Tecourfe  to  the  ridiculous  Relations  of  a  Man; 
to  whofe  Perfon  and  Charafter  you  confefs 
your  felf  a  Stranger,  and  of  whom  you  know 
nothing,  but  what  you  have  from  Hearfay  $ 
and  yet,  without  more  ado,  dub  him  a  Doctor, 
Whom  Dr.  "Brady  makes  no  fcruple  to  term 
an  obfcure  Frenchman ;  and  alfo  adds, cc  That 
cc  you  your  felf.  Sir,  can’t  be  ignorant,  with 
cc  what  Contempt  his  Relation  (which  you  lay 
cc  fo  much  Strefs  on)  was  receiv’d  by  thofe  of 
u  the  beft  Character  at  Bofton ,  who  knew  the 
<c  Man.”  And  as  for  Mr.  Degrads  Daugh¬ 
ter,  the  fame  Gentleman  has  made  it  appear, 
how  inconclufive  the  Arguments  drawn  from 
her,  as  well  as  HtiJJ'arfs  Cafe  are  for  one, 
immediately  after  Inoculation,  had  the  Rafh, 
and  the  Small-Pox  of  the  Diftinft  Kind  three 
Months  afterwards ;  and  the  other,  had  not  the 
Small- Pox,  till  about  ten  Years,  after  he  had 
been  feveral  times  Inoculated  to  no  Purpofe  ; 
if  we  have  Faith  enough  to  credit  this  odd 
Story. 

Page  the  5  5th.  cc  If  the  Experiment  be  re- 
cc  gular  and  certain  in  Turkey,  as  Timoni 
tc  avers,  ’tis  furprizing  it  fhou’d  appear  in 
cc  fuch  diverfity  of  Shapes  among  us.”  Nay 
rather,  fay  I,  ’tis  more  furprizing  it  lhoud 
be  otherwife,  if  what  you  aver  Page  the  6th 
and  7th  carries  any  Weight  with  it,  <vizdQ  Our 
HC  Blood,  if  we  fpeak  of  it  as  National,  is  the 
cc  Product  of  the  richeft  Diet,  (jc.  And  if 
?  Inoculation  may  have  fucceeded  in  Georgia , 
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<c  &c.  where  it  took  its  Birth  (whole  Inhabit 
“  tants  live  on  a  fpare  Diet,  and  almoft  with- 
“  out  the  common  NecelTaries  of  Life)  ’tis 
cc  no  Argument  it  can  be  tranflated  to  us  with 
<f  Succefs,  or  Naturalized  to  our  Advan- 
cc  tage:”  Yet  Purely,  it  ought  to  determine 
you  j  for,  if  I  am  not  miltaken,  this  is  call’d 
Argumentum  ad  Hominem ,  and  as  fuch  I  leave 
it  to  your  felf  to  make  the  bell  on’t. 

Page  the  6ot h.  “  And  now,  Sir,  I  have 
cr  recounted,  I  believe,  molt  of  the  Inconve- 
cc  niencies  arifing  from  this  Experiment,  (jc.” 
Yes,  Sir,  and  to  keep  ’em  Company,  a  great 
many  more,  the  Product  of  your  own  fruitful 
Imagination  !  ~ 

Page  the  65th.  <c  You  freely  acknowledge, 
€C  that  had  Inoculation  anfwer’d  the  Character 
“  given  it,  you  fhou’d  always  have  look’d  up- 
<c  on  it  as  the  great  eft  Bleiling  to  our  Coun- 
cc  try,  and  have  thought  the  Perfon  who 
“  tranfplanted  it  among  us,  cou’d  never  have 
“  been  too  well  rewarded,  for  fo  bene- 
“  ficial  and  fo  important  a  Service.”  On  the 
contrary,  Mr.  Maffey  pofitively  affirms ;  That 
cc.  ’tis  a  diabolical  Operation,  which  tends 
<c  to  anticipate  and  banilh  Providence  out  of 
cc  the  World,  and  to  promote  the  Increafe  of 
cc  Vice  and  Immorality,”  with  much  more 
of  the  fame  Cant,  How  you’ll  reconcile  this 
your  Concefuon,  with  what  this  charitable  Di¬ 
vine  and  profound  Cafuift  fays,  I  can’t  deter¬ 
mine  ;  but  leave  it  to  your  felves  to  com- 
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pofe  Matters  as  well  as  you  can  :  Perhaps  he’ll 
oblige  you,  by  way  of  Penance,  either  to  keep 
Company  a  while  with  the  Inoculators,  and 
not  permit  you  to  mingle  with  thofe  of  the 
Faculty,  who  only  (in  his  Opinion)  deferve 
Honour, cc  as  the  Devil  among  theSonsof  God  /“ 
to  ufe  his  own  Words  ;  or  deal  with  you,  as 
the  Papifts  did  by  Erafmus ,  viz.  hangyonup 
in  Effigie,  between  Heaven  and  Hell. 

Page  the'  6jt h.  You  allow,  cc  That  the 
cc  learn ’d  Dr.  Friend  is  now  ready  to  own,  that 
cc  a  true  regular  Small-Pox  may  be  convey’d 
“  by  Inoculation/’  or  Words  to  that  Purpofe. 

cc  This  indeed  (fay  you)  upon  the  whole, 
cc  is  the  only  Conviction  which  we  have 
cc  hitherto  had,  in  regard  of  this  Opera- 
<c  tion,  that  fometimes  at  leaft  it  may  give  the 
cc  genuine  fort.”  If  this  be  the  only  Convi¬ 
ction  of  this  kind  you  have  hitherto  had,  I 
hope  you’ll  take  care,  in  your  next  Edition, 
fo  far  to  confult  your  own  Reputation,,  and 
avoid  the  Imputation  of  contradicting  youf- 
felf,  (which  I  remember  you  more  than  once 
charge  the  Inoculators  with,  as  no  very  com¬ 
mendable  Practice)  as  to  order  thefe  following 
Paffages  to  be  omitted,  viz.  Page  the  ioth. 
cc  Whatfoever  may  be  the  real  Caufes  of  the 
cc  Small-Pox,  ’tis  plain,  that  by  this  Method 
cc  Infection  is  convey’d  and  propagaf:ed.cc  Page 
the  17th.  cc  By  the  Account  D v,.  Nettleton 
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City,  fcarcely  a  fourth  part  of  them  have 
had  a  true  and  genuine  Small-Pox.”  How¬ 
ever  you  confefs,  that  fome  have  had  the  Ge¬ 
nuine  fort,  tho’  not  quite  a  fourth  part  of 
Thrcefcore,  or  Eighty,  which,  I  fancy,  will 
amount  to  more  thin  a  Angle  Inftance. 

Page  the  19th.  cc  But  it  this  purulent  Mat¬ 
ter  has  a  power  to  infedt,  and  to  give  the 
Small-Pox,  as  fometimes  it  does.” 

And  again.  Page  the  23d.  cc  If  the  hun¬ 
dredth  part  of  a  Grain  of  fuch  adtive  Parti¬ 
cles  is  fufficient  to  give  a  diftinft  Small- 
Pox,  and  often  to  a  great  degree.” 

At  length,  drawing  towards  a  Conclufion, 
to  lum  up  all,  and  give  the  finifhing  Stroke, 
viz.  Page  the  69th,  you  fay,  cc  I  have  laid 
tne  h  adts  before  you,  &c.  they  carry  their 
own  W  eight  with  them,”  (but  fuch  as  is  more 
4^unterbalanc  d  by  others  of  a  contrary 
Katui't^which  we  are  Eye-witneifes  of  too) 
and  fpeak  for  themfelves  but  neitherinthe 
Manner  or  Senfe,  you  wou’cl  fain  impofe  on 
em  j  and  confcquently  not  fo  much  to  your 
Purpofe,  as  you  defign  they  fliou’d. 

And  now>&r,  (that  I  may  draw  towards  a 
Conclufion  too)dn  cafe  you  think  I  have  ta¬ 
ken  a  greater  liberty  of  Bxpreifion,  than 
perhaps  you  conceive  is  decent  ;  I  defire 
you  11  pleafe,  for  once,  to  lay  your  hand  up¬ 
on  your  Heart,  and  ferioiifly  confider,  whe¬ 
ther  you  rave  not  treated  fever  a  1  of  your  Bre- 
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trren  in  a  .mucii  more  uncivil,  nay,  barbarous 
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Manner,  more  becoming  a  CircaJJian. ,  than  an 
Inhabitant  of  one  of  the  politeft  Nations  in 
the  World  ;  and  that  too  without  the  Excufe 
of  even  a  Provocation  from,  I  dare  fay,  any  of 
them*  but  had  you  thought  fit  to  have  of¬ 
fer’d  your  Reafons  modeftly  and  clearly,  with¬ 
out  endeavouring,  by  refined  Subtiities,  to 
draw  well-meaning,  but  unthinking  People 
into  your  precarious  Sentiments  /  doubtlefs, 
they  wou’d  have  ,  had  their  Weight  with 
all  cool  and  confidering  Men. 

However,  the  Promoters  of  Inoculation 
have  the  Comfort  to  know,  they  are  not  the 
only  People  who  have  been  ill  treated  and 
abus’d,  for  endeavouring  to  take  off  the  Impu¬ 
tation  of  Uncertainty  from,  by  introducing 
experimental  Philofophy  into,  their  Profeflion  • 
but  that  the  always  ingenious  and  learned, 
and  at  length  celebrated  Dr.  Harvey ,  when 
he  firft  difcover’d  the  Circulation  of  the  Blood, 
met  with  much  the  fame  Ufage  from  too 
many  of  his  Brethren,  who  feem’d  to  be  in- 
fpir’d  to  fuch  a  degree  with  the  Spirit  of  En¬ 
vy.  as  to  have  been  incapacitated  to  exprefs 
themfelves  in  any  other  Language,  than  that 
of  Malice  :  And  alfo  that  the  fame  Fate  at¬ 
tended  the  very  induftrious,  and  never  to  be 
mention’d  without  Refpeft,  Dr.  Sydenham , 
when  he  firft  recommended  the  cold  Regimen 
in  the  Small-Pox,  (rc.  tho>  tin  procefs  of 
Time,  feme  became  fo  far  convinced  of  that 
Error,  as  to  run  into  the  other  Extreme,  equal- 
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ly  pernicious,  notwithftanding  his  Cautio  b  to 
the  contrary ;  and  thereby  verify ’d  the  old 
Saying,  dm  vitality  &c.  And  what  Diffi¬ 
culties  the  learned  Sir  John  Floyer^  and  Dr. 
Baynard^  &c.  met  with,  when  they  firft  re¬ 
ceiv’d  that  ancient  and  ufeful  Practice  of 
cold  Immerfion,'  we  are  no  ftrangers  to. 

Now  for  the  Inoculators  to  expeft  better' 
Treatment,  wou’d  be  as  Abfurd,  as  to  flip- 
pofe  Humane  Nature  daily  improving,  and 
confequently  that  Men  wou’d  now  at  length 
begin  to  lay  afide  Prejudice  and  Paffion,  and 
have  greater  regard  to  the  common  Good, 
than  to  their  private  Interefts.  And  with 
thefe  Obfervations,  I’ll  put  an  end  to  this 
Letter,  wherein  I  have,  to  ufe  your  own 
Words,  viz.  Page  66.  cc  Given  my  Sentiments 
cc  freely,  and  I  confefs,  in  an  unaccurate  drefs,  ” 
and  cou’d  I  have  had  the  fatisfa&ion  of  being 
convinc’d,  that  your  opinion  in  this  Affair,  had 
been  always  cc  Grounded  on  the  belt  Reafon, 
cc  flowing  from  repeated  Obfervations,  and 
cc  the  mod  diflinguifh’d  Judgment  no  one 
wou’d  more  readily  have  acquiefced  in  your 
Sentiments,  and  thought  himfelf  obliged  to 
fubfcribe  himfelf  your  humble  Servant,  than 

Perrott  Williams^ 

who  takes  no  farther  notice  of  your  New- 
England  Friend’s  Account,  than  that,  as 
Dr.  "Brady  obferves  (notwithftanding  the  Paf- 
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fion  he  feems  to  be  in)  he  concludes  with  fuch 
favourable  Concefftons,  as  were  not  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  an  Adverfary ;  and  that  the  whole 
Relation  feems  fully  confuted  by  the  Account 
of  that  Affair,  Publilh’d  by  the  Royal  So¬ 
ciety  from  Mr.  Newman,  &c.

Author  of  the  foregoing  Trad  Dr. 

J[  Illlliajns, aCovrcfyon  den  t  withDr.y^ra^ 
the  learned  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Society,  be¬ 
gan  this  Fradice  very  early  at  Haverfordwefi 
in  South-Wales :  AnS  that  on  two  of  his 
Sons,  who  both  came  off  very  fafe  and  eafy. 
Being  known  to  be  a.  very  good,  as  well  as  very 

learned 
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learned  Phyfician,  that  he  might  the  better  fa- 
tisfy  his  own  Mind  about  the  common  Ob¬ 
jection,  that  the  inoculated  Patient  would 
certainly  relapfe,  and  be  liable  to  a  new 
Infection.  He  made  his  Sons  attend  him, 
when  he  vifited  Perfons,  tho’  infeCted  with 
the  Malignant  Sort,  and  caus’d  them  to 
handle  the  Patients  very  freely ,  but  neither 
of  them  have  fuftain’d  any  Harm.  From 
the  fame  ingenious  and  fagacious  Perfon,  Dr. 
Jurin  printed  an  Account,  That  in  South- 
TVules ,  particularly  in  the  Places  adjacent  to 
Milfor d-Havetiy  it  has  been  a  common  Pra¬ 
ctice  time  out  of  mind,  to  buy  the  Small 
Pox  of  one  another.  There  is  alfo  an  At- 
teftation  of  Mr.  TfS'ight,  a  good  Surgeon 
of  Haverfordweft ,  to  the  fame  Purpofe ; 
that  they  took  Matter  from  fome  of  the 
Puftules  juft  ripe,  and  did  rub  it  into  the 
Arms,  or  other  parts  of  the  Skin,  and  com¬ 
municated  the  Diftemper  that  way,  without 
any  Inciiion  or  Chirurgical  Afliftance,  and 
that  they  feldom  heard  of  any  one  that  dy’d, 
or  that  any  one  had  the  Difeafe  again.  Of 
this  Dr.  Jurin  gives  a  fuller  Account  in  his 
Letter  to  Dr.  Cotefworth ;  in  which  are  al¬ 
fo  feveral  other  very  remarkable  Difcove- 
ries  due  to  his  great  Sagacity,  judicious  In¬ 
quiries,  and  vaft  Correfpondence  through 
many  Parts  of  England  -  who,  by  the  Bills 
of  Mortality,  and  by  other  laborious  and 
Ingenious  Examens,  proves,  that  of  the  Small 

Pox 
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Pox,  in  the  Natural  way,  about  one  in  five  or 
fix  dye ;  and  that  it  could  not  be  prov’d  fair¬ 
ly,  that,  of  the  Inoculated  Perfons,  one  out 
of  fifty  dy’d ;  tho’  this  Operation  was  per¬ 
form’d  fometimes  very  unskilfully  and  irregu¬ 
larly,  which  daily  Experience  corrects,  and 
mult  needs  make  more  fafe,  beneficial  and  fuc- 
cefsful,  and  lefs  liable  to  Clamours,  and  falfe 
Reports.  Sir  Hans  Sloan ,  Prefident  of  the 
College  of  Phyficians,  andPhyfician  toChriJFs- 
Hofpital,  had  twoTreatifes  dedicated  to  him, 
one  by  Mr.  Maffey  the  Apothecary  of  ChriJFs- 
Hofpital ,  again!!  Inoculation  ;  the  other  for 
Inoculation,  by  Mr.  Maitland \  that  happy 
Surgeon,  who  brought  its  ufe  into  ~England. 
Behold  the  good  Effect  it  had  on  that  Virtu¬ 
ous  and  Experienc’d  Phyfician  !  Who  after  a 
circumfpedi  and  frequent  Obfervation  of  the 
extraordinary  Benefit  deriv’d  to  Mankind,  in- 
courag’d  the  Inoculating  the  Prefent  Duke  of 
. 'Bedford ,  and  his  Sifter,  (whofe  Father  dy’d 
a  Young  Man  of  the  Small  Pox  fome  Years 
paft  •)  which  was  perform’d  the  laft  Year,  with 
luch  Eafe  and  Indolency,  that  exceeded 
all  Expeftation.  But  the  unhappy  Mother, 
the  Dutchefs  Dowager,  who  long  oppos’d 
their  Inoculation  ;  tho’  Ihe  kept  her  Diftance 
from  ail  poillble  Infection,  dy’d  of  that  Di- 
ftemper  the  natural  way  /  Might  not  a  timely 
Inoculation  alfo  have  fav’d  her  Grace’s  Life  ? 
Sir  Hans  Sloan  has  Inoculated  two  of  his 
Grandchildren,  one  laft  Summer,  and  another 
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tliis  Winter,  fince  Chriftmas  (in  February ,  aa 
I  remember.)  He  allur’d  me,  the  Children 
went  through  the  Courfe  very,  eafy,  without 
the  leaft  apparent  Danger.  Thus  you  fee  the 
Apothecary,  who  fubmits  his  Book  to  the 
judgment  and  Cenfure  of  the  Doctor  of 
Cbri/fs  Hofpital,  is  call/  and  Maitland  jufti- 
£ed ;  that  Perfons  of  the  profoundeft  Saga¬ 
city,  of  the  greateft  Quality,  even  Minifters 
of  State,  did  very  early  encourage  and  recom¬ 
mend  this  Practice  in  their  own  Families,  nay, 
their  Royal  Highneffes  themfelves,  after  a  ve¬ 
ry  careful  Enquiry  into  the  Reafon  and  Suc- 
cefs  of  this  Experiment,  did,  fome  Years  fince, 
caufe  their  own  dear  Children,  the  Royal 
Princeffes,  to  be  Inoculated  ;  wEich  was  at¬ 
tended  with  a  bleffed  Succefs.  This  encou¬ 
raged  their  Royal  Highneffes,  this  laft  Year, 
to  order  their  two  Sons,  Prince  Frederick  and 
Prince  William ,  fuch  important  Branches  of 
the  Royal  Family,  to  be  Inoculated*  Mr.  A- 
miens  perform’d  the  Operation  on  Prince  Wil¬ 
liam^  which  fucceeded  without  any  trouble- 
fome,  much  lefs  dangerous.  Symptoms. 

Mr.  Maitland  was  fent  over  to  Hanover ,  by 
Order  of  King  GEORGE ,  with  content 
of  their  Royal  Highneffes,  upon  the  Petition 
of  Prince  Frederick ,  who  had  long  defir’d 
to  have  this  Operation’  perform’d  upon  him- 
felf ;  and  we  have  the  following  Account 
from  Mr.  Maitland:  That  he  found  the 
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Prince  to  be  of  a  ftrong,  hail,  fanguine 
Conftitution,  that  his  Puftules  came  out  the 
8th  Day  after  the  Matter  was  ingrafted, 
they  were  very  large,  but  diftind ;  that  he 
was  chearful  and  pleafant  all  the  while 
without  any  confiderable  Pain,  or  Sicknefs, 
or  Headach,  or  any  pther  bad  Symptoms, 
and  that  in  a  Month’s  Time  he  went  abroad, 
and  din’d  publickly. 

It  is  alfovery  remarkable,, that  Baron  Schul- 
lenberg ,  one  of  the  great  Minifters  of  State 
at  Hanover, ,  had  Eight  of  his  Children, 
from  One  to  Thirteen  Years  Old,  inoculated 
with  .the  fame  Matter  that  was  taken  from 
the  Royal  Prince’s  Puftules,  and  that 
every  one  of  them  recover’d  and-  did  very

..This  laft  Year  1724,  was.  printed,  at 
Hanover ,  a  fmall  Trad  by  J.  E.  Wre- 
den  Profeftor  of  Surgery,  about  Inoculation. 
He  dedicates  the  Book  to  his  Royal  Highnefs 
Prince  Frederick  upon  his  Recovery  out  of 
.the  Small-Pox,  to  the  great  Joy  of  all  their 
Country.  He  gives  Praifes  to  Almighty  God 
for  that  gracious  Providence,  in  fending  fuch 
a  falutiferous  Remedy  for  the  Good  and 
.  Confer vation  of  Mankind.  He  feems,  by 
his  writing,  not  to  envy,  but  to  extol  the 
Happinefs  and  good  Fortune  of  the  famous 
■  Englijh  Surgeon  Mr.  Maitland. \  for  having 
been  the  Inftrument  of  conveying  this  very 
.  noble 
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noble  and  ufeful  Experiment  into  England, 
which  he  hopes  will  fpread  itfelf  into  other 
Countries  for  the  Good  of  Mankind.  This 
German  Author,  together  with  the  Archia- 
ter  Dr. Guido,  have  made  various  Experiments 
about  this  Way  of  Inoculation,  with  Ef¬ 
fects  very  good. 

But  to  get  over  the  Obje&ion  that  the 
Unexperienc’d  were  at  firft  apt  to  make, 
that  Perfons  might  relapfe  after  this  Way 
of  procuring  the  Small-Pox,  they  made  this 
Experiment,  Dr.  Hugo  and  Dr.  Wolfen  pre- 
fent,  both  Court  Phyficians,  and  learned 
Men  :  They  Inoculated  at  the  fame  Time 
two  Children,  one  a  Boy  of  three  Years, 
who  never  had  had  the  Small-Pox.  the  other

a  Girl  of  ten  Years,  who  had  the  Difeafe 
one  Year  before,  the  natural  Way,  but  it 
was  very  mild,  and  in  no  great  Numbers, 
The  Incifions  made  upon  the  Boys  Skin  foon 
grew  red,  inflamed,  and  did  evacuate  much 
Corruption  *  the  Puftules  in  his  Body  were 
not  very  numerous,  the  faid  Child  continued 
eafy,  not  fick  during  the  whole  Courfe  : 
As  to  the  Girl,  her  Wounds,  made  with 
the  Knife,  were  only  a  little  red,  and  gave 
no  matter  at  all,  but  the  Sores  dried  up 
the  4th  Day,  and  not  any  Pimples  or  111- 
nefs  of  any  Sort  did  attend  or  fucceed  this 
Inoculation  of  the  Girl  5  and  ihe  continu’d 
to  look  after  the  Boy  the  whole  Courfe 
■  J  E  2  of 
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of  his  Difeafe.  I  take  this  to  be  a  very 
fair  and  convincing  Experiment.  No  doubt  but 
there  may  be  many  others  of  this  kind  obferved 
amongft  us  at  Home  ;  but  kind  good  Na^- 
ture  will  take  pleafure  in  hearing  of  any 
good  propagated  to  our  Fellow^Creatures, 
tho’  at  a  Diftance,  and  in  Foreign  Coun¬ 
tries.

New-England^  where  a  malignant  Smalls 
Pox  had  been  very  fatal5  and  had  deftroy’d 
Thoufan(ds.>  That  with  much  difficulty  the 

Pra&ice  of  Inoculation  was  at  firft  introduc’d

there,  but  foon  attended  with  fuch  prodi¬ 
gious  Succefs,  that,  out  of  near  Three  Hum¬ 
ored  Perfons  Inoculated,  only  Five  or  Six  died, 
which  alfo  fcem’4  to  be  due  to  fome  ill 
Management.  This  Account  comes  from  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Mather ,  a  learned  Divine  at 
1 Ho  ft  on ,  who  fuffer’d  a  great  Perfecution,  not 
without  a  confiderable  hazard  of  his  Life, 
who  firft  caufed  and  incouraged  this  Operation; 
for  which  good  Office  he  has  certainly  de- 
ferv’d  the  Thanks  and  Applaufe  of  all  his  Ac¬ 
quaintance,  which  probably  has  been  conferr’d 
upon  him,  lince  it  was  fo  evident  that  t;his 
new  Method  faved  fo  many  Lives,  and  put  a 
full  ftop  to  this  malignant  mortal  Diftemper.

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It  is  above  Ten  Years  iince  you  have,  in  the 
Tranfadions  of  the  Royal  Society ,  an  Ac¬ 
count  given  by  one  cTimonius ,  a  moft  learned 
JPhyfician,  of  the  Ufe  of  Inoculation  at  Con¬ 
stantinople.  But  iince  that,  in  1 7 1 7,  the  £//- 
glijh  AmbafTadors  Lady,  being  fully  convinc’d 
of  the  Safety  of_  the  Operation,  order’d  it  to 
be  done  to  her  only  Son  of  about  Six  Years 
Old,  which  proved  very  gentle,  with  little  or 
no  Fever,*  he  had  about  a  Hundred  Puftules 
all  over  his  Body.  Upon  her  return  to  En¬ 
gland  hie  had  her  Daughter,  a  Child  of  a- 
bout  Four  or  Five  Years  Old,  Inoculated.  The 
.Puftules  were  very  diftind  andver^few,  and 
•the  young  Lady  recover’d  vsiith  very  little 
■Trouble  thro’  the  whol^Courfe.  Now  to 
the  Prudence  and  Courajp  of  this  moft  Hon¬ 
ourable  Lady,  what  Praifesare  there  not  due  for 
introducing  fo  great  a  Blefling  into  our  Na¬ 
tive  Country  ? 

To  Anfwer  an  the  Objedions  that  have 
fprung  up  from  Partiality,  or  Ignorance, 
will  take  up  too  much  Room  for  thisPoftfcript ; 
I  will  give  only  one  or  tyo  Hints  relating 
to  two  great  Divines. 

Sir  John  Vanbrug  had  his  only  Son  inocu¬ 
lated,  in  May  1723,.  I  vifited  him  feveral 
times,  and  found  him  to  be  very  eafy  with  a 
kind,  diftind  Sort  of  Small-Pox  ;  When,  the 
Matter  was  ripe,  it  was  taken  from  him,  and 
ingrafted  into  one  of  the  prefent  Bifliop  of

Winchefters  Children,  which  alfb  produc’d  a 
very  kind  Smajll-Pox,  without  any  bad  Symp¬ 
toms.

5  Dr.  Calamy ,  a  very  eminent  Divine,  Au¬ 
thor  of  many  learned  Treatifes  which  he  has 
made  publick,  had  two  of  his  Children  inocu¬ 
lated  this  laft  Month  of  March ,  tho’  the 
Weather  was  very  cold,  yet  both  of ’em  did 
very  well. 

You  have  here  the  Judgment  of  two  eminent 
Divines  by  their  Example,  being  Perfons  of 
great  Reputation  for  Wifdom,  Learning,  and 
uncommon  Vertues,  that  there  is  nothing  un¬ 
lawful,  prefumptuoiis,  or  tempting  of  Pro¬ 
vidence,  much  lefs  of  a  fatanical  Suggeftion  or 
Invention  included  in  thisPra&ice  of  Phyfick; 
but  rather  Matter  of  Thanks  to  a  benign 
Providence,  that  has  produc  d  and  communi¬ 
cated  this  very  ufeful  Medicinal  Practice  to  the 
World. 

I  conclude,  wiihing  we  may  get  over  one 
Circumflance  of  making  it  fo  very  neceifary 
to  chufe  only  three  or  four  Months  in  the 
Year  for  this  Operation  ;  becaufe  feveril  Per¬ 
fons  of  great  Quality  have  been  feized  and  dy’d 
of  the  Natural  Small-Pox,  feme  only  a  Week 
before  the  Inoculation  was refolv’d  to  be  made; 
Sometimes  the  Weather  was  too  hot,  fome- 
times  too  cold.  As  to  the  Winter,  let  that  be 
no  Objection  ;  for  Perfons  of  Eftates  can 
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bring  the  R6om  to  any  degree  of  Warmth 
they  pleafe,  by  an  artificial  Heat. 

Sir  Hans  Sloans  and  Dr.  Calamys  Chil¬ 
dren,  above-mention ’d,  have  done  very  well, 
even  during  very  cold  Weather  this  laft 
Year,  and  doubtlefs  many  others  have  fped  as 
well.  What  Progrefs  is  made  by  vertue  of 
this  falutary  Operation,  we  may  foon  expert 
from  the  learned  Pen  of  Dr.  Jurin. 
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
